19 (e (1) If a candidate for the County Board dies or withdraws the candidacy
20 during the period beginning with the date of the primary and ending 70 days before
21 thedate of the general eection, the Board of Supervisors of Elections shdl:

22 0) Replace the name of the deceased or withdrawn candidate on
23 the ballot for the general eection with the name of the candidate who received the
24 next highest number of votesin the primary election; or

25 (i) If a contested primary was not held, reopen the filing process to
26 dlow other personsto file as candidates.

4 of al public senior high schools in the County, the office of student concerns, and the
5 office of the president of theregional association.

6 association annualy shall eect the student member to the Board at a specia eection

7 meeting to be held each school year.

31 FROM THE SCHOOL BOARD DISTRICTS SHALL SERVE for aterm of 4 years beginning
32 onthefirst Monday in December after the member's e ection and until a successor is

33 eected and qualifies. [ The terms of members are staggered as required by the terms

34 of the members serving on the County Board as of July 1, 1978.] THE SUCCESSORS

35 TO THESE OFFICES SHALL SERVE FOR A PERIOD OF 4 YEARS.

36 2 EACH OF THE FOUR MEMBERS ELECTED AT LARGE AT THE
37 NOVEMBER 2002 GENERAL ELECTION SHALL SERVE FOR A TERM OF 2 YEARS,

11 [(h) (1) The County Board members from school board districts 11, V, and
12 VIII who were el ected for the first time at the November 6, 1973 el ection serve until

13 thefirst Monday in December 1978 and may seek reelection in 1978 for a4-year

14 term.

15 (2 The members from school board digricts|ll, VI, and IX who were
16 eected at the November 6, 1973 election serve until the first Monday in December,
17 1980 and may seek redlection in 1980 for a4-year term.]

18 ()] (H) (1) With the approval of the Governor, the State Board may remove
19 amember of the County Board for any of the following reasons:

20 Q) Immorality;

21 (i) Misconduct in office;

22 (iii) Incompetency; or

23 (iv) Willful neglect of duty.

24 (2 Before removing a member, the State Board shall send the member a

25 copy of the charges pending and give the member an opportunity within 10 days to
26 request ahearing.

27 ©)] If the member requests a hearing within the 10-day period:

28 () The State Board promptly shall hold a hearing, but a hearing
29 may not be set within 10 days after the State Board sends the member a notice of the
30 hearing; and

31 (i) The member shall have an opportunity to be heard publicly
32 before the State Board in the member's own defense, in person or by counsd.

33 4 A member removed under this subsection hasthe right to a de novo
34 review of theremoval by the Circuit Court for Prince George's County.



HOUSE BILL 1201

1 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the terms of office of the
2 members of the Prince George's County School Board who are in office on the effective
3 date of thisAct shall terminate on the first Monday after the November 2002 el ection.

4 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
5 June 1, 2002.
